MEMORIAL WINDOW TO LATE 
REV. W. H, FANNING HARRIS: 


The late Capt. W. H. Fanning Har- 
ris, formerly: Rector of S$. Luke's 
Episcopal Church in Red Deer, is to 
be fittingly remembered by a stained 
glass memorial window over the altar 
in that Church. As he was the first 
Chaplain of the Canadian forces to 
give up his life in his*noble profes- 
sion, the overseas chaplains raised.a 
fund to place a white marble cross on 
his grave, and there was a surplus 
of some $180, which was sent to the 
Bishop of the diocese to be dedicated 
to a memorial in St. Luke’s Church. 
The W.A. have taken the matter in 
hand and will raise the balance nec- 
essary to place the window in the 
Church. Rev. Mr. Harris joined up 
for service and went overseas the 
early part of 1916, having been rector 
of St. Luke’s for one-year, from the 
time the Rev. C. W. G. Moore went 
over in the fall of 1914.

ARRIVAL AT THE CAPITAL. 


Assault at La- Bursts of cheering shortly after 


nine o'clock on Friday morning told 
all Edmonton that the prince had ar- 
rived. 

His Royal Highness, Edward, Prince 
of Wales, the first heir to the throne 
to visit Edmonton and even Alberta, 
stepped off the royal train at the 
C.P.R. depot at thirteen minutes after 
nine o’clock on Friday morning. He 
was greeted by His Honor Lieutenant 
Governor Brett, Premier Charles 
Stewart, Mayor Joseph A. Clarke, 
Chief Justice Harvey, Brig.Gen. Mc- 
Donald, commanding _ this military 
district, and-Hon. Chas. Mitchell. 

After shaking hands with all those 
gathered on the platform, the prince 
walked across the bridge and on to 
the station platform. As he ap- 
proached, the veterans’ guard of hon- 
or, commanded by Captain Scott, 
D.C.M., came to the royal salute, 
white the bands played the opening 
bars of the national anthem. 

As the bayonets flashed upward and 
the music crashed out, the prince 
whipped his hand to the salute in 
acknowledgement. : 

He at once walked over to Captain 
Scott, and shook hands with him. . It 
was noticed that the prince offered 
his left hand, explaining to the com- 
mander of the guard that his right 
hand was almost paralyzed with so 
much handshaking. 

VETERANS RAISE CHEER. 

After a minute inspection of the 
guard, in which he was accompanied 
by Captain Scott, Major-General 
Burstall, and his equerry,Lord Claude 
Hamilton, His Royal Highyess met 
Dr. Collins, president of the Edmon- 
ton branch of the G.W.V.A., and ack- 
nowledged the cheers of the fifteen 
hundred veterans lined up down the 
driveway. He explained to Dr. Col- 
lins that he would not inspect the 
veterans just then, but would reserve 
that pleasure until the afternoon at 
the memorial hall.

: The Victory Tour of the Nation- 


al Editorial Association is now 
-at an end and each editor ~ig 
presumably back on the job 
hammering out copy for’ his 
paper. The publisher of the 
Times-Enterprise feels that it 
was a wonderful tour and one 
that he would not have missed 
for many times what ‘it cost 
him. A portion of the trip has 
already been covered by arti- 
cles written enroute and sent in 
from various points, but there 
are stillmanyinteresting points 
of which no mention,or at least 
but very brief mention, has yet 
been made, and it is our inten- 
tion to devote some space each 
week to a description of these 
places. This week we want to 
tell our readers something 
about the little city of Red 
Deer, located on a river of the 
same name about midway be- 
tween Calgary and Edmonton, 
in western Alberta. 

Red Deer has a poptlation of 
something less than three thou- 
+sand people, and yet it was one 
of the most progressive cities 
on our route. When a city of 
that size can entertain a crowd 
of 225 hungry editors and send 
them away well fed and happy 
there must be wonderful co-o 
eration on the part of the in-- 
habitants. It was necessary to 
travel a hundred miles out of 
our way to visit this point, but 
it was well worth while. It 
fell to the lot of Red Deer to 
entertain us for breakfast. The 
ladies of the two leading 
churches, the Methodist and 
Presbyterian, if we remember 
correctly, had gone together 
and prepared one of the best 
breakfasts we had partaken of 
during the trip. It was spread 
on long tables in the Armoury, 
built by the government just 
before the outbreak of the war. 
As luck would have it a local 
fair had been held the day be- 
fore in this building, and the 
exhibits were still on display, 
affording a fine opportunity to 
learn what could be grown in 
that far northern clime, and it 
was certainly a revelation to 
most of ws. Vegetables of 
every kind grow to an enor- 
mous size, and nowhere on 
earth are the flowers more 
beautiful. They even grow 
corn for roasting ears and in a 
limited amount for fodder and 
silage, but the season is too 
short for it to ripen, so the seed 
must be imported each year. 
A heavy rain, which by the way 
was the first we had experienc: 
ed since leaving home, had 
made the roads somewhat slip- 
pery, so we were not able to 
take as long a trip as had been 
planned, but thirty or forty 
cars were waiting for us when 
we finished breakfast and those 
who cared to brave the muddy 
roads climbed in and were 
shown some of as fine country 
as lays out doors. Ang we 
were very agreeably surprised 
to find that most of the roads 
had been sanded, so going was 
not nearly so bad as we had 
anticipated. 

This was the 22nd August. 
Harvest was just beginning, 
somewhat earlier than usual, 
they told us, because of an ex- 
ceptionally warm summer. 
Wheat and oats are the main 
crops, but the farmers do not 
depend entirely upon grain, 
most of them having good sized 
herds of cattle and quite a few 
hogs. They boast of the fine 
breeding of their stock and we 
noticed some very fine animals 
in the few miles wé rode 
through the farming district. 
It is a bush country, poplar and 
willow groves, interspersed 
with open spaces where there 
is a fine growth of grass, good 
for either pasture or hay. To a 
man from prairie country it 
looks like quite a task to clear 
such land and get it under cul- 
tivation, but those who know 
claim that it is not, the cost run- 
ning from $6 per acre where the 
bush is the lightest to $20 
where it is the heaviest. Farm 
prices ran from $20 to $65 per 
acre, dependent upon the im- 
provements,distance from mar- 
ket, etc. :

CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN SIR ROBERT BORDEN AND GREAT 
WAR VETERANS MADE PUBLIC—PREMIER DECLARES FACTS 
ARE ALL WITHIN KNOWLEDGE OF THE 
GOVERNMENT 


Ottawa, Sept. 11—The_ corres- 
pondence between Sir Robert Borden 
and the G.W.V.A., in which the prime 
minister refuses a royal commission 
has been made public. In the first 
letter Sir Robert points out the finan- 
cial’ situation of the country in such 
a way as to preclude the government 
from entertaiffing any proposal for 


larger or further gratuities. He says 
that the gratuities paid total $130,- 
000,000. In addition the expenditure 
under the Soldiers’ Settlement Act 
will total at least $130,000,000. Pen- 
sions will cost $35,000,000 to $40,000,- 
000, and interest on the debt $115,- 
000,000. 

He adds, “the country is face to 
face with a very serious financial 
situation which will call for rigid 
economy and careful retrenchments,"” 
and he says in closing, “I hope that 
the officers and members of your as- 
sociation will realize that my _ col- 
leagues and I much regret that the 
financial conditions of- the country 
have obliged us to reach this conclu- 
sion. You may be assured that it 
does not result from any lack of ap- 
preciation of the notable and glorious 
services which the soldiers of Canada 
have given in the war, now victori- 
ously concluded.” ; 

To this the secretary of the veter- 
ans replied that they only asked for 
a commission to inquire into the feas- 
ibility of the bonus. Sir Robert re- 
plied:

The ‘facts 
which in the opinion of the govern-|- 
ment control oyr-action:in the matter 
are available and can be verified: Wwith- 
out the appointment of either a com: 
mittee of the houso of commons ‘or of 
a royal commission. 

“You will realize, I hope, that it 
would be undesirable to establish‘ a] 
commission or appoint a 'committee 
to inquire into the facts which dre 
within the knowledge of the members 
of the government. We are quite 
ready, however, to place all available 
information on the subject at the 
disposition of a committee to be 
named by your association. If such a 
committee is designated to me I will 
see that it is put in touch with ac- 
credited representatives of the da 
partment of finance, the department 
of militia and defence,the department 
of soldiers’ civil re-establishment and 
the department of the interior, which 
are those chiefly concerned with the 
matter in question. ¢

of living, a number of citizens testi- 
fying. regarding the conditions in 
that city. 

D. Hastings, M.O.H., declared that 
the cost of food at the present time 
had a great deal to do with the health 
of the community, He pointed out 
that the high cost of foods was the 
reason for malnutrition as the price 
asked for nutritious foods was too 
high. He declared that the Toronto 
Board of Health would be only too 
‘{glad to co-operate with the board of 
commerce in bringing down prices. 


O’Connor suggested that it would be 


farmers to compel them to sell their 
products only in the market and not 
before they reached the retailers, as 
Mr. Chisholm, the property commis- 
sioner, had stated had been the case. 

In many instances the reductions 
in price have been startling and have 
ainply proved “the success of the con-; 
sumers’ campaign. Potatoes fell 
from 14 cents to five cents per pound; 
cauliflowers from 37 cents to 20 cents 
each; French beans from 20 cents to 
five cents per pound, and- cabbage 
from 10 cents to four cents’ each, 
while fowl, which before the arrival 
of the delegates of the league were 
marked at prices ranging from $3.12 
to $5 each, according to size, dropped 
suddenly $2 to $3 after their presence 
became known. Supplies were rather 
short in several departments owing 
to many of the middlemen having 


sent telegrams to the producers ad- —————— 


vising them to suspend deliveries un- 
til matters had quieted down, but this 
is expected to right itself in a day or 
two. 

In the meanwhile, as a result of 
official and other action, various com- 
mittees have been appointed ky 
wholesalers, middlemen and _retail- 
ers with a view to establishing prices 
on P?. reasonable basis. 

Owing to the disorganization on the 
railways plus the exceptionilly hot 
weather, an enormous quantity of 
foodstuffs has been rendered unfit for 
consumption solely because of the ex- 
cessively long time occupied in bring- 
ing it from the producing centres to 
the capital. Thus on Saturday a large 
quantity of veal was delivered to the 
Halles long after the markets were 
closed. It was found to be in such 
a condition of putrefaction after be-| 
ing 38 hours on the railway, that it 
had to be destroyed. Whole wagon 
loads of poultry, vegetables and other 
comestibles met with a similar fate. 

Most of these losses, it is alleged, 
are directly due to the disorganiza- 
tion among producers and in the 
transport services qwing to the intro- 
duction of the eight-hour day. It is| 
significant of the more healthy spirit 
which is beginning to prevail in 
France that a movement fs alrzadv 
bexipning, pacticularly among a cer- 
tsin section of the railway workers, 
for the extension uf the working day 
to nine hours.

behind the returned soldiers in their 
request to the Dominion government 
for an increased gratuity. .

McGarry stated the case clearly yes- 
terday afternoon, in addressing the 
convention of the South Bruce Lib- 
eral-Conservative Association, held in 
the town hall. 

The provincial treasurer, who spoke

At a certain cafe at Montparnasse, 
by no means afashionable quarter the 
proprietor has raised the price of a 
humble bock, which is just about half 
a pint of light French beer, to $1.25. 
At the Dyval restaurants a single raw 
tomato served on a plate is charged 
for at 25 cents, whereas the vegetable 
can be bought by the pound at be- 
tween 6 and 8 cents. For a flat which 
was let until recently at $360 a year, 
the proprietor is now asking $1,000 
plus $60 a year for the use of the lift 
and carpet on the stairs, the latter in 
spite of the fact that the place is on 
the ground floor. 

Vendors of dairy produce and vege- 
tables became incensed against the 
action taken by the various consu- 
mers’ leagues, and the first named 
traders as a body signed an under- 
taking neither to buy nor to sell but- 
ter, eggs and similar produce as a 
protest against the demand of the 
public that they should be content 
with merely reasonable rates of pro- 
fit. The result of their action was 
that the dairy produce section of the 
Paris central markets closed, and 
large quantities of perishable goods 
were rendered unfit for consumption. 

The dairymen were joined by the 
market gardeners and some _ other 
trades. From 3 o’clock until long af- 
ter 8 o'clock in the morning every 
section of the Halles or great central 
markets was in a state of unimagin- 
able uproar. There was an enormous 
quantity ofvegetables andother goods 
available for sale in ‘the markets, but 
the retail dealers from all parts of 
the city were present in such num- 
bers, that they were able by system- 
atic direct action, to prevent a franc’s 
worth of goods from being sold. 
Groups of retailers held every corner 
of the great markets, and drove off 
both other shopkeepers and members 
of the general public who attempted

‘PEACE TREATY IS 
ADOPTED BY STRAIGHT 
PARTY VOTE 102-70 


Amendment Offered by Fielding Qual- 
ifying Approval Defeated by Same 
Vote; Keen Debate During Close 

of Discussion. 


Ottawa, Sept. 11th.—The house div- 
ided at 1.15 am., on the Fielding 
amendment to the peace treaty reso- 
lution, with the result; Against 102; 
for, 70. : 

Throughout the night and till the 
early morning hours of today, debate 
continued in the house of commons 
on the peace treaty. In the afternoon 
proceedings were spirited, a succes- 
aion of sharp verbal duels. There 
came, too, the first amendment to the 
motion of Sir Robert Borden that 
parliament do approve of the treaty 
of peace between the allied and as- 
sociated powers and Germany. The 
amendment was Hon. W. S. Fielding’s 
and it was seconded by Ernest La- 
pointe, of Kamouraska, and asked 
that this clause be added to the reso- 
lution before the house: 

“That in giving such approval this 
house in no way assents to any im- 
pairment of the existing autonomous 
authority of the Dominion, but de- 
clares that the quesion of what part, 
if any, the forces of Canada _ ghall 
take in any war, actual or threatened, 
is one to be determined at all times 
as occasion may require by the people 
of Canada through their representa- 
tives in Parliament.” 

The main speakers were ‘Mr. Ficeld- 
ing nnd Hon. C. J. Doherty. As the 
debate proceeded the galleries filled 
till in the evening they were crowded. 
From each side of the house as either 
Mr. Fielding or Mr. Doherty held the 
floor, came rapid fire questions. Mr. 
Fielding argued that Canada was still 
a dependency, subject in international 
equesfions to British government; Mr. 
Doherty that Canada was one of a 
group of nations constituting the em- 
pire. 

Mr. Fielding thought that ratifica- 
tion by Canada was “arrant humbug.” 

He asked why Canada should g0 
through the tomfoolery of ratifica- 
tion. Mr. Rowell, he said, amid ap- 
position laughter, was one of those 
who made “houses of lather of fancy 
soap.” 

NATIONALIZATION A MATTER OF 
FACT 

Mr. Doherty replied that nation- 
hood was a matter of fact, not what 
was written in a statute book. Canada 
had played a nation’s part and had 
been recognized as a nation. Cana- 
dian delegates to the conference, said 
Mr. Doherty, had not “sneered” at 
Canada. They had not secured the 
right to sit,on international confer- 
ences by saying “We are a little col- 
ony—please be good enough to send 
us home. We are an_ economical 
country and the cost of living is 
high. 

Mr. Doherty added that a vote for 
the Fielding amendment would be a 
vote against the league of nations. 

REFLECTED ON GOVERNMENT 

Mr. McKenzie started to read a 
telegram from Ontario Liberals pro- 
testing against some action of the 
prime minister and government. He 
was, however, stopped by the speak- 
er, who stated that it was not compe- 
tent for him to read any communica- 
tion reflecting on the government, on 
the orders of the day. 

Mr. McKenzie: ‘Well, I am_ pre. 
vented from reading the telegram.” 

Hon. C.J. Doherty said that it had 
been suggested that the house go into 
committee on the peace treaty reso- 
lution before it was disposed of. It 
unless 
members desired it. He wished to 
know whether it was still the desire 
of the house to consider the resolu- 
tion in committee. 

Mr. McKenzie replied that the un- 
derstanding was that the resolution 
should be disposed of today. He 
thought that it should go through the 
committee stage as soon as possible. 

COMPLAINS OF TIME LIMIT. 
Col. W. C. Peck asked by what 
right the leader of the government 
and of the opposition, without con 
sulting their followers, put a_ time 
limit on the discussion of the peace 


~_ 


treaty. It was, he said, “the most 
important matter since the birth of 
Christ.” . , 

Members had been sent by their 
constituents to represent them to the 
best of their ability, and they should 
Le given proper time to discuss im- 
portant measures. Mr. McKenzie re- 
marked that he had tried to get as 
much time as possible for the dis- 
cussion from the prime minister. 
COULD BE DISCUSSED LATER ON 

Mr. Doherty observed that a time 
limit had been put on the debate with 
no idea of curtailing discussion or re- 
pressing the members. The whole 
object was to gain ratification as soon 
as possible. The sooner the treaty 
was ratified the sooner would Canada 
and the whole world begin to reap 
its big effect. There would be time 
for a complete discussion on it when 
a bill to give the governor in council 
power to put the treaty into effect 
was before the house.

SITS BUGKING 
BRONCHO WHEN 
IN SASKATOON 


MOUNTS ONE OF THE HORSES 
AFTER STAMPEDE PERFORM- 
ANCE IS OVER. 


Saskatoon, Sask., Sept. 11—For the 
first time in the history of Saskatoon 
the- heir to the throne visited here 
today and was accorded a welcome 
the likes of which have never before 
been- witnessed in the district. Fully 
50,000 people were in the city, farm- 
ers from the districts for miles 
around journeying in to pay honor to 
their future king. Saskatoon is al- 
ways-thought to be a cold city and 
cheers are practically unknown here 
but today was different as his royal 
highness passed through crowded 
streets of cheering people. 

After being publicly reecived by 
Mayor F. R. MeMillan, his royal high- 
ness decorated a number of returned 
soldiers with medals for gallantry. A 
visit was then paid to the University, 
where an address was gelivered by 
Sir Frederick Haultain. 

Again passing through cheering 
crowds, the prince was driven out to 
the exhibition grounds, where he wit- 
nessed a stampede, something which 
he had never seen before. Riding 
bucking bronchos, steer throwing, 
wild horse races, steer riding, lasso- 
ing wild horses, all kept the prince 
greatly interested. 

RIDES BUCKING BRONCHO. 

When the performance was over 
and his royal highness was about to 
leave, he asked permission to ride on 
one of the bucking bronchos and amid 
the wildest cheering his royal high- 
ness rode down the track surroundel 


by cowhoys and cowgirls. He then 
had his photograph taken on the 
horse, surrounded by his — strange 
bodyguard. 


Entering the automobile again to 
make the return journey the prince 
was practically mobbed, and _ sitting 
on the hood of the car wildly waving 
his hat and with a body of cowboys 
giving their famous calls, the prince 
left the exhibition and went to the 
home of the mayor and was 
duced to a number of ladies who had 
worked for patriotic societies. 

This is the first heir to the throne 
to visit Saskatoon, but the prince cap- 
tured all hearts by his handsome face 
and cheerful smile.

An education is more 1ecersary now_than it was thirty vears ago, Farming 
has changed preatly in this period.

They select varieties o rain 
that are known to give larger returns than the ordinary varieties. hey 
treat their seed to control diseases and plant at rates per acre, which experi- 
ments have shown to pire maximum yields. They select improved types of 
breeding animals and feed their stock in accordance with knowledge derived 
from the chemistry of foods. The farm houses have been greatly improved. 

To keep up with the times and to make the most money from the farm one 
should know how to farm in accordance with the most improved_methods.

) PRINCE OF WALES DECLARES 
HIMSELF DELIGHTEDWITH TRUE 
WESTERN WELCOME,

The luncheon given by the provin- 


cial authorities at the Macdonald 
hotel at the close of the morning’s 
events on Friday was a very brilliant 
affair, 

Naturally, the great feature was 
the speech by the Prince of Wales. 
In reply to the loyal toast, proposed 
by Premier Stewart, his royal high- 
ness gave a speech which was appre- 
ciated to the greatest degree by all 
eae who heard him. 

3 UNE WS ee BERENS “Iam delighted to find myself,” 
° IETS yy : said the Prince of Wales, “in the 
sere CACO ‘ province of Alberta—particularly in 
this fine city, its capital, where I 
have received true western welcome 
which has touched me very deeply. 

“To me the west of Canada is very 
inspiring, and I have been very in- 
terested and I may say amazed in 
learning its past history and real- 
izing its rapid growth and develop- 
ment. 

Edmonton was possibly, the first 
French post in this fine country, and 
for many years it was certainly the 
furthest northwestern point of the 
great Hudson’s Bay company. The 
vast mountain system of the rockies 
was first seen by two great French 
explorers a little more than a century 
and a half ago, though the exact 
point which they reached, is, I un- 
derstand, uncertain. The first man 
to cross the Rockies. and reach the 
Pacific coast was the gallant Scottish 
pioneer Alexander McKenzie, who 
achieved this feat some fifty years 
later. I look on the history of this 
early exploration as proof of how 
the foundation stone of the great 
dominion was laid by the enterprise 
and perseverance of the two great 
races, British and French, who have 
combined to form the Canadian nation 
of today, and, how wonderfully suc- 
cessful this combination has been. 
I have a great advantage in not com- 
ing here as a stranger. I cannot 
feel a stranger having been so close- 
ly associated with the Canadian corps 
and consequently with Alberta men 
on active service.

it possible for us to maintain our

The part 
Alberta played in the last five trying 
and strenuous~years towards the at- 
tainment of victory is one of the 
reasons why she will be called upon 
to wield influence and power in the 
dominion and in the British common- 
wealth. Canada did so much. toward 
winning the war that she has now 
taken her place in the fraternity of 
nations and the signature of her re- 
presentative at the peace conference’ 
is appended to the peace of Ver-

Only two days ago the Canadian 
representative signed the treaty -of 
peace with Austria-Hungary. This 
shows the power that is devolving 
on Canada not only within the Brit- 
ish commonwealth, but in’ the history 
of the world. You have the history 
of British institutions on the north- 
ern part of the great continent to 
make or mar, and I know from what 
you have achieved in the past and 
from your magnificent records in the 
war that British institutions, British 
unity and the British flag are safe 
in ‘your keeping.

The reason far the 
prince’s change in the programme 
was that he needed relaxation after 
the strenuous programme Tuesday.

HEAVY PENALTY BEING. PRO- 
ea VIDED. 


Ottawa, .Sept.—‘It seems that we 
will fix profits on evérything just as 
we have done on sugar,” said W. F. 
O'Connor, vice-chairman. of the board 
of commerce, Friday, when asked as 
to the. exact portent of last night's 
announcement that the board will 
make a series of inquiries and after- 
wards fix a scale of profits, to exceed 
which will be an offence with a heavy 
penalty. ; ae 33 

“The fixing of profits,’ said Mr. 
O'Connor, “involves the fixing of ‘the 
prices, but makes allowances for var- 
ying conditions in “varying « zones. 
After making inquiries, upon which 
we are now starting, and establishing 
machinery to continue them, we will 
be able to learn what ts theactual cost 
and then determine what is a fair 
profit thereon. The next step will be 
{to set a date at which the price will 
be effective. These prices will be 
lower than what now prevail. Mean- 
while, commerce will have to beat 
down to the level decided on. We will 
then issue an order restraining all 
persons in a particular line and zone 
from selling at a price yielding a 
profit greater than what is deter- 
mined. 


FINES Anp IMPRISONMENT. 


“All who disobey the order are lia- 
ble to a fine of $1,000 a day or to im- 
prisonment. The co-operation of the 
provincial, attorney general will be 
needed in connection with the indict- 
ments, and we anticipate no difficulty 
on that score, if the attorney general 
will sign the indictment, will be pre- 
peared to go into court and prosecute 
in person.”

STRIKE LEADERS 
GRANTED BAIL 


Winnipeg, Sept. ‘11—After twenty- 
six days’ incarceration, the eight 
strike leaders -who have been held in 
the provincial jail pending their trial 
on charges of seditious conspiracy 
were, at 5:20 pm. Wednesday, in 
judges chambers, granted bail. Chief

Bail was granted in the sum of 
$4,000 each and two sureties of $2,000 
each. 

The court found that it had not 
been proven that the accused would 
not appear to stand their trial and the 
decision-went on to state: “The court 
would not be justified in refusing bail 
on the sole ground that public safety 
might be endangered by permitting 
the accused to be at large.”

GERMAN EXACTIONS AGAINST 
HOLLANDERS. 
Rotterdam, . Holland.—Much light 
igs thrown upon the conditions which 
prevail in Germany by the story re- 
lated by a prominent Hollander upon 
the occasion of his recent return from 
that country. His wife is German, 
and he has considerable interests in 
Germany, where he remained during 
the war. Wishing to return to Hol- 
land, he was not permitted by the 
government to do so until he had 
paid five years’ advance income tax, 
as a security that he would return, 
calculated on the average yearly in- 
come tax paid during the past five 
years. The advance income tax paid 
by this Hollander amounted to 270,- 

000 marks. <é 

Shoes, he says, are very dear in 
Germany, a pair that he bought for 
his wife costing him 500 marks. The 
government has placed a maximum 
price on’ foodstuffs. The large farms 
are controlled by the wealthy men 
of the country, and they have re- 
fused to sell their farm products at 
the maximum prices. Foodstuffs are 
now scarcer than during the war. 
The meat obtainable has to be scrap- 
ed before using, because it it so bad. 
Fresh meat is difficult to get, and a 
great amount of salt meat vis used. 
A eake of chocolate, which could be 
bought in Holland for 10 cents, would 
sell for 15 marks in Germany.

CURB PROFITEERING IN BRITAIN 


London.—The house of - commons, 
after heated debate, adopted an 


amendment to the profiteering bill, 
empowering the board of trade, after 
an investigation, to fix wholesale and 
retail prices. The vote was 132 to 
95. 

The amendment was denounced, 
among others, by Lord Robert. Cecil, 
former minister of war trade, who 
expressed amazement that the gov- 
ernment should accept an~ amend- 
ment destroying ; the whole basis of 
the bill and revolutionizing the trade 
of the country. Sir Donald McLean, 
a Liberal member, also -denounced 
the amendment, characterizing it as 
“rank socialism of the most muddled 
kind.” 

In the course of the discussion on 
the bill, Sir Auckland Geddes, minis- 
ter for national service and recon- 
struction, indicated that the Dill 
would. empower the board of trade 
to fix prices in a case where the com- 
munity was likely to be bled by any 
combination, national or: international, 
for the purpose of increasing prices. 
An amendment seeking to iclude pro- 
fiteering in rentals within the scope 
of the bill was rejected. ~

EXPELLED JEWS HELPED IN- 
DUSTRIES. 


An odd bit of commercial history 
comes to light with the granting of 


citizenship to Jews in Poland, and 
shows how Russia, in expelling the 
race from Moscow, provided Poland 
with a human factor of great impor- 
tance in developing her own indus- 
trial resources. Politically Poland 
lay helpless in the grip of her power- 
ful neighbor, resisting as best she 
might that. neighbor’s determination 
to destroy the last vestige of Polish 
national existence. Industrially, on 
the, other hand, her coal and iron ore 
districts had developed Polish cen- 
ters of manufacture superior to those 
of Russia, but dependent for success 
on the sale of their products in Rus- 
sian markets. Jews came from Mos- 
cow who were familiar with Russian 
trade conditions, had already estab- 
lished personal trade relations with 
Russian cities, and were admirably 
filted to develop a commercial pro- 
gram between the two countries. 
These men became the natural inter- 
mediaries between Poles and Rus- 
sians in business, and their expul- 
sion from Russia is doubtless one rea- 
son for the prosperity of Polish in- 
dustries at Lodz, Warsaw and Petro- 


kow.

the result being’ that the fleet was: 
stationed there before the war. °”~. 

He declares that reactionaries. de-|- 
rided.“the.battle cruisers. These 
“muddlers” also did not carry out his}. 
plans for an armada of 612 vessels [R 
authorized by Lloyd George, ‘then 
chancellor of the’ exchequer, for. land- 
ing a million Russians within 82 miles 
of Berlin, amphibion monsters, weath- 
er, shot and mine proof, éach holding 
masses of men, guns, horses and mo- 
tors, plowing their way like huge 
hippopotami and crawling up the 
shore like huge tanks. The ofl. en- 
gine would have done it, the engine 
which is yet to revolutionize com- 
merce and alter sea warfare, declared 
Lord Fisher. He says he is most 
reluctant to re-enter the arena, but 
what was meant for privacy must be 
published to help economy in the 


drastic scrapping necessary to the 
very life. 


AN ABSURD POLICY. 


As the nation condemns “the crim- 
inal folly of the silly crowd,” who 
want the British navy dispersed over 
the world, he says the massacre of 
Pegasus ‘and Zanzibar were due to. 
this absurd policy of isolated small 
craft in peace time. He deplores’ the 
fact that the mission of the battle 
cruiser was totally unappreciated 
until the Invincible sank von Spee’s 
squadron. ‘The Goeben and the Bres- 
lau escaped because the battle cruis- 
ers in the Mediterranean were not 
used. If they had been they would 
have gobbled up the Goeben and. 
Breslau. There would have been no 
Gallipolli and the-Baltic would have 
been occupied and Berlin captured by 
the: Russian landing covered by the 
British fleet. But the most striking 
feature of the pre-war period was 
the ridicule cast on the submarine, 
declares Lord Fisher. 


GOT LITTLE CREDIT. 


When a young marine commander 
at pre-war manoeuvres twice torped- 
doed the hostile flagship and claimed 
it as a prize, all the credit he got 
was the admiral’s signals, “You be 
damned.” . 

Lord Fisher quotes a memorandum 
he circulated in January, 1914, in 
which he said the-submarine was- the- 
coming type of warship.for sea fight- 
ing. He declares he was literally 
persecuted for building submarines 
while first sea lord. He says when 
he left the-admiralty in January, 1910, 
there were 61 efficient - submarines 
and 13 building. But when he re- 
turned in 1914 there were only 51. 

In consequence of this Lord Fisher 
says he summoned Charles Schwab, 
who delivered a batch of the submar- 
ines in five months, an unprecedented 
feat, as fourteen months was _ prev- 
jously the record. These submarines 
went to the United States and the 
Dardanelles without convoy, and car- 
ried out prodigious action. 

Lord Fisher declares the British 
nation is going to make “the same 
damned mess over, the internal com- 
bustion erfgine with which every na- 
tion except ourselves is forging 
ahead.” He says the experimental 
laboratory for the development of 
these engines instituted by the board 
of invention is lilliputian in size. “I 
really look forward to the day of 
judgment when all the champion Hars 
now so highly honored will be ex- 
posed and flagellated.” ; 

Lord Fisher closes by declaring 
that in the years 1902 to 1910 the ad- 
miralty won the war.

BAD FOREST FIRE 
RAGING IN SOUTH 


CAMPERS BLAMED FOR CONFLA. 
GRATION STARTED ON HOY 
MILL SITE. 


More dry weather in the southern 
country, and carelessness of campers 


has brought about aserious forest fire 
situation in the district south and 
east of Cardston, where tremendous 
damage to timber and settlers’ prop- 
erty is being dealt by a great con- 
flagration. Forest rangers from all 
sections of the province have been 
summoned by Forest Inspector E. 
H. Finlayson, to fight this new fire 
which is said to have been started 
by campers upon the old mill site 
formerly cut over by Walter Hoy and 
other lumbermen some 10 years ago. 

For more than a week efforts have 
been in progress to fight the fire, men 
having been called from Mountain 
View, Leavitt and Beaver, until some 
200 are now on the ground aiding the 
forest rangers from the Waterton 
Lakes park. | : 

A number of settlers’ cabins were 
burned in the St. Mary's lake district 
and arms of the big fire have pushed 
down the Swift Current Valley and 
over into the Kennedy Creek country 
of the Glacier National park. There 
are also big fires burning on_ the 
United States side of the line where 
a force of U.S.A. rangers are in 
charge of the struggle. Volunteers 
have been called for from Cardston 
and the surrounding district. 

Some cattle were trapped in the 
fire, but as yet the livestock losses
